looms and 338 power looms. 
Xlnre 
are 2 411 laborers in all employed, who 
produce annually 3,227,000 florins worth 
of carpet. The men m Bohemia earn 
$2 40 to $3.60 a week; the women from 
$1.69 to $2; aud toe children from 
$1.10 to $2. In Austria £tbe wages are: 
Men, $3.10 to $4 80; women, $1.90 to 
$2.66; children, $1.33 to $2.15. A day’s 
work comprises eleven hours, with half 
an hour for dinner. 
These figures were not taken ate 
time when there was an unusual depres­ 
sion in tho carpet industry. They show 
the average rate of wages at a time when 
the carpet business is in its normal con­ 
dition. There is not a very wide differ­ 
ence between the wages in Austria-Hun­ 
gary , and in France, Germany and Eng­ 
land.

C h ica g o, Oct. 28 *—The second day of 
the presentation of evidence in the Cronin 
ease 
witnessed another crowded court 
room. 
The lawyers for the prosecution 
decided to continue the same line of tes­ 
timony which was introduced at the pre­ 
vious afternoon session. 
It was intended 
to continue the introduction of evidence 
showing the cause of death, with inciden­ 
tal corroborative evidence as to the identi­ 
fication. 
Dr. J. F. Todd, county physician, was 
the first witness called. 
He testified that 
he and Dr. Egbert 
were the only persons 
who knew the com­ 
bination of the lock 
on the vault in the 
county 
physician’s 
office. 
Witness had 
not seen the 
plate 
and false teeth taken 
from the corpse ‘at 
the morgue, and he 
had not opened the 
vault 
since 
lase 
March. 
The purpose of Dr. Todd’s testi­ 
mony was to show th at no ono but Dr. 
Egbert could have access to the vault in 
which the plate was kept. 
The defense made no cross-examination. 
Dr. D. G. Moore of 643 North Hoyne 
avenue testified that he was present a t the 
autopsy and examined the wounds and the 
condition of the body. 
The physician 
described minutely the wounds found on 
Dr. Cronin’s head in pretty much the 
same way as had been done previously by 
Drs. Egbert and Perkins. 
W ith regard to 
tho long wound on the back of tho head 
Dr. Moore said it looked as though it was 
a double wound—that is, that it was made 
by two blows which fell almost on the 
same spot. 
In this wound was the flap of 
skin which had been driven down on the 
skull without having been detached. 
The 
first blow crushed the skin with the flesh, 
and the second blow cut the lower end of 
this piece of skin loose from the head. 
Mr. Hynes—Did any of these wounds 
sever any im portant artery? 
Dr. Moore-—Yes, I think the wound on 
the jaw severed the facial artery and the 
wound on the back of the head severed 
the occipital artery. 
“ W hat is your opinion, after your exam ­ 
ination, as to canso of death of that man?” 
“ From what I saw I think the death 
was oauscd by the wounds.” 
Dr. Moore said in roply to Mr. Forrest’s 
questions that he had not testified before 
tho coroner’s inquest nor the grand ju ry .

Beside this structure the Brooklyn 
bridge will be a mere toy. 
The bill for 
permission to bridge the Hudson river has 
already been drawn up and will be pre­ 
sented to Congress by a New York member 
early in the coming session. 
It will be a 
wonderful structure, giving a route to 
land all western freight in the heart of 
New York city. 
The bridge will have six 
railroad tracks. 
The Brooklyn bridge is 
supported by two 13-inch cables. 
This 
will have four, each of which will be four 
feet in diameter. 
The span of the new 
bridge will be 2,800 feet in the clear and 
will be 150 feet above high-water mark. 
The piers will be wonderful masses of ma­ 
sonry 500 feet high and broad and deep.

Brooklyn, Oct. 28.—ThG Academy 
of Music was not large enough to hold 
the throng that gathered to hear what 
they expected would be the last Sab­ 
bath morning sermon of {he Rev. T. 
De Witt Talmage, D. *D,, previous to 
his departure for the Holy Land. 
Dr, 
Talmage spoke of the progress mado 
during the week toward the building 
of a netv tabernacle and announced that 
ground would be broken on Monday. 
Then taking his text from Revelations 
vii., 17—“God shall wipe away all 
tears from their eyes,” tho preacher 
spoke on “The Uses of Trouble,” as 
follows: 
Riding across a Western prairie, 
wild flowers up to the hub of tho car­ 
riage wheel, and while a long distance 
from any shelter, there came a sudden 
shower, and while the rain was falling 
in torrents, the sun was shining as 
brightly as I ever saw it shine; and I 
thought, what a beautiful spectacle 
this is! So tho tears of tho Bible are 
not midnight storm, but rain on p al­ 
sied prairies in God’s sweet and golden 
sunlight. 
You remember that bottle 
which David labeled as containing 
tears, and Mary’s tears, and Paul’s 
tears, and Christ’s tears, and the har­ 
vest of joy that is to spring from the 
sowing of tears. 
God mixes them 
God rounds thorn. 
God shows them 
where to fall. 
God exhales them. 
A 
census is taken of them, and there is 
a record as to the moment when they 
are born, and as to the place of their 
grave. 
Tears of bad men arc not 
kept. 
I speak of the tears of the good. 
Alas! me! they are falling all the 
time. 
In summer, you sometimes hear 
the growling thunder, and you see 
there is a storm miles away; but you 
know from the drift of the clouds that 
it will not corno anywhere near you. 
So, though it may be all bright around 
about us, there is a shower of trouble 
somewhere all the time. Tears! Tears! 
W hat is the use of them anyhow? 
Wily not substitute laughter? Why 
not make this a world where all peo­ 
ple are well and eternal strangers to 
pain and aches? Why, when a family 
is put together, not have them all 
stay, or if they must be transplanted 
to make other homes, then have them 
all live? tho family record telling a 
story of marriages and births, but of 
no deaths, 
Why not have the harvests 
chase each other without fatiguing 
toil? Why the hard pillow, the hard 
crust, tho 
hard struggle? 
It is easy 
enough to explain a smile, or a suc­ 
cess, or a congratulation; but, come 
now, and bring all your dictionaries 
and all your philosophies and all your 
religions, and help me explain a tear. 
A chem ist will tell you that it is made 
up of salt and limo and other compo­ 
nent parts; but he m isses tho chief in­ 
gredients— the acid of a soured life, 
the viperine sting of a bitter memory, 
the fragments of a broken heart. 
I 
w ill tell you what a tear is; it is agony 
involution. 
Hear me, then, w hile I discourse to 
you of the uses of trouble. 
First—It is the design of trouble to 
keep this world from being too attract­ 
ive, 
lf it were not for trouble this 
world would be a good enough heaven 
for me. 
You and I would be willing 
to take a lease of this life for a hundred 
million years if there were no trouble. 
We would say: 
“Let well enough 
alone, this world is good enough for 
me.” 
No man wants to go out of this 
world, or out of any house, until he 
has a better house. 
To cure this wish 
to stay here, God must somehow create 
a disgust for our surroundings. 
He 
cannot afford to deface his horizon or 
to tear off a fiery panel from the sun­ 
set, or to subtract an anther from the 
water lily, or to banish the pungent 
aroma from the mignonette, or to drag 
the robes of the morning in mire. How 
then are we to be made willing to 
leave? Here is where the trouble 
comes in. 
After a man has had a 
great deal of trouble he says; 
“Well, 
I am ready to go. 
If there is a house 
somewhere whose roof doesn’t leak, I 
would like to live there. 
If there is 
an atmosphere somewhere that does 
not distress the lungs I would like to 
breathe it. 
If there is a society some­ 
where 
where 
there is no 
tittle- 
tattle, 
I 
would 
like 
to 
live 
there. 
If there 
is 
a 
home cir­ 
cle somewhere where I can find my 
lost friends, I would like to go there.” 
He used to read the first part of the 
Bible chiefly. 
Why has he changed 
Genesis for 
Revelations? 
Ah! he 
used to be anxious chiefly to know how 
this world was made. 
Now he is 
chiefly anxious to know how the next 
world was made, and how it looks, 
and who live there, and how they 
dress. 
The old story, “In the begin­ 
ning God created the heavens and the 
earth.” 
The old man’s hand trembles 
as he turns over this apocalyptic leaf, 
and he has to take out his handker­ 
chief to wipe his spectacles. 
That 
book of Revelations is a prospectus 
now of the country in which ho is soon 
to immigrate; the country to which he 
has lots already laid out, and avenues 
opened, and trees planted, and man­ 
sions built. 
The thought of that blessed place 
comes over me mightily, and I declare 
that if this houso were a great ship, 
and you all were passengers on board 
it, and one hand could launch that 
ship into the glories of heaven, I 
should be tempted to take the respon­ 
sibility and launch you all into glory 
with one stroke, holding on the side of 
the boat until I couldj get in myself. 
And yet there are people here to whom 
this world is brighter than heaven. 
Well, dear souls, I do not blame you. 
It is natural. 
But after a while you 
will be ready to go. 
It is the ministry 
of trouble to make this world worth 
less, and heaven worth more. 
Again, it is the use of trouble to 
make us feel our complete dependence 
upon God. Men think they can do 
anything until God shows them that 
they can do nothing at all. 
We lay 
our great plans and we like to execute 
them, 
It looks big. 
God comes and 
takes us down. 
As Prometheus was 
assaulted by his enemy, when the lance 
struck him it opened a great swelling 
that had threatened his death, and he 
got well. 
So it is the arrow of trouble 
that lets out great swellings of pride. 
We never feel our dependence upon 
God until we get trouble. 
ooD, Sycamore, IU 
£ a n you not tell Yyhen you hear a 
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man pray, whether he has ever had 
any trouble? I £an. 
The cadence. 
the phraseology indicate it. 
Before a 
man has any trouble, his prayers are 
poetic, and he begins away up among 
the sun, moon and stars, and gives the 
Lord a great deal of astronomical in­ 
formation that must be highly grati­ 
fying. 
He then comes on down grad­ 
ually over beautiful tablelands to * 'for­ 
ever and ever, amen.” But after a 
man has had trouble, prayer is with 
hi{h a taking hold off the arm of God 
and crying out for help. 
Why is it you so often hear people, 
in reciting the last experience of some 
friend, say: “Ho made the most beau­ 
tiful prayer I ever heard” ? What 
makes it beautiful? 
It is tho earnest­ 
ness of it. 
Oh. I tell you a man is in 
earnest when his stripped and naked 
soul wades out in the soundless, shore­ 
less, bottomless ocean of eternity. 
It is trouble, ipy friends, that makes 
us feel our dependence upon God. We 
do i\pt know our own weakness or 
God’s strength until the last plank 
breaks. 
It is contemptible in us when 
there is nothing else to take hold of, 
that wo catch hold of God only. 
A 
man is unfortunate in business. He ha? 
to raise a great deal of money. 
He 
borrows on word and note all he can 
borrow. 
After a while he puts a first 
and second mortgage on his house. 
Then he puts a lien on his furniture. 
Then he assigns all his property. 
Having failed everywhere, complete- 
ly failed, he gets down on his knees 
and says: “O Lord, I have tried every­ 
thing and everybody, now help me out 
of this financial trouble.” 
He makes 
God the last resort instead of the firsl 
resort. 
There are men who have paid 
IO cents, on a dollar who could have 
paid a hundred ce^ts on a dollar ii 
they had gone to God in time. 
When you get into a financial per­ 
plexity, you call on tho broker, you 
call on your creditors, you call on youi 
lawyer for legal^c&unsel, you call upon 
everybody, and when you cannot gel 
any help, then you go to God.

sly: 
“O Lord, I come to Thee. 
Help 
me now out of my perplexity.” 
Ana 
the Lord comes, though it is the elev­ 
enth hour. 
He says: 
“Why did you 
npt send for me before? As one whom 
his mother comfoftcth, so I will com­ 
fort you.” It is to throw us back upoc 
an all-comforting God that we have 
this ministry 6f fears. 
Again, it is the use of trouble tc 
capacitate us for tty© office of sympa­ 
thy. 
When we ftrc in prosperity w€ 
like to have a great many young peo­ 
ple around us, and we laugh when 
they laugh, and we romp when they 
r&PPi Wjfl we sing wfien they sing, 
but ^ficn we have trouble we like 
plQBty of old folks around. 
Why? 
They know how to talk. 
Take an aged 
mother, 70 years of agp, and she i9 
almost omfiiirotent in comfort. 
Why? 
She has been through it all. 
She 
knows all about fevers and pleurisies 
and broken bones. 
She has been doc­ 
toring all her life, spreading plasters, 
and pouring out bitter drops, and 
shaking up hot pillows, and contriving 
things to tempt a poor appetite. 
Doc­ 
tors Abernethy and Rush and Hosack 
and Harvey were great doctors, but 
the greatest doctor the world ever saw 
is an old Christian woman. 
() man, 
praise God if you have in your memory J 
the picture of an hohest, sympathetic, 
kind, self-sacrificing,Christ-like moth­ 
er. 
Oh, it takes these people whc 
who have had trouble to comfort others 
in trouble. 
You know on a well-spread table tilt 
food becomes raoro delicate at the last. 
I have fed you to-day with tho bread 
of consolation. 
Let the table now be 
cleared, and let us set on the chalice 
of heaven. 
Let tho King’s cup beam 
come in. 
Good morning, Heaven 
“Oh. says some critic in the audience,

What is 
the use, on the way to consummation 
—what is the use of fretting about any­ 
thing? Oh, what an exhilaration it 
ought to be in the Christian work! 
See you the pinnacles against the sky? 
It Is the city of our God, and we are ap­ 
proaching it. 
Oh let us be busy lh the 
few days that shall remain to us. 
The 
Saxons and the Britons went out tp 
battle. 
The Saxons were ail armecj* 
The Britons had no weapons at all; 
and yet tho history tells us that the 
firitdhs got tho victory. 
Why? They 
went into battle shouting three times. 
“Hallelujah!” and at the third shdiA 
of “Hallejuah,” their enemies flea 
panic stricken; and So the Britons got 
the victory. 
And, my friends, if we could only 
appreciate tho glories that are to 
come, we would bo so filled with en­ 
thusiasm that no power on earth or 
hell could stand before us; and at our 
first shout tho opposing forces Yvould 
begin to tremble, and at tho second 
shbut they would begin to fall back, 
and at our third shout they would be 
routed forever. 
There is no power on 
earth or in hell that could stand be­ 
fore three such volleys of hallelujah. 
I put this balsam on the w ounds of 
your heart. 
Rejoice at tho thought of 
what your departed friends have got 
rid of, and that you have a prospect of 
so soon making your own escape. Be 
cheerfully the ministry of tears, an 
exult at the thought that so on it is to 
be ended.

Last week Messrs. Thoroughgood Sc 
Co. purchased of the Peter Myers es- 
late, property on the corner of North 
Ham street and Prospect avenue, which 
las been unoccupied since the year one 
of tbe settlement of tbe origins’ village 
of Janesville. On this piece of ground 
they will at once ereot a handsome and 
commodious factory building, and have r 
already commenced clearing tbe ground f 
for that purpose. 
The new building will ba of brick, 
three stories high and basement, having 
Bixty feet front on North Main street and 
eighty feet on Prospect avenue. In ad­ 
dition to the main building an engine 
and boiler room will be bmlt in tbe rear*

building in cold weather, and also to 
operates fitty-borse power Hamilton 
Corliss engine. 

Thoroughgood was seen by a Ga­ 
zette reporter to day, and in reply to 
questions regarding the building said: 
“ Yes, we are going to build this fader/ 
building this fall. Goo. Colling is now 
at work on tbe plans, and work on the 
foundation 
will begin jast as soon 
as we can get oar lamber piles moved off. 
To-morrow we will have several teases 
and men at work removing [the lumber, 
aud operations will begin in earnest. 
You see, it is a loosing job with us to 
lay idle for tho want of power right in 
the busy season. I think this is the last 
season it will occur. 
We shall depend 
on steam altogether, ani our new build­ 
ing will bo large enough to allow us to 
put in new machinery, which will aid as 
materially in turning out quick work, anc. 
more of it. 
You see, it is a “ground Log 
case” with us; wo have got to build c 
quit tbe business. 
When completed tbis will be one of 
the marked improvements in the city 
and add greatly to the appearance of 
North Mam street, closing up rs it will, 
a vaoant spot in tbe business portion of 
that street, besides adding materially to 
the whole city. Tbe firm cf Thorough- 
good & Co., now consisting of Alderman 
John Thoroughgood and Hon Fennel 
Kimball, is one .of the prosperous and 
growing manufacturing establishment < f 
Janesville. 
Tbe manufacture of cigar 
boxes was commenced rn this city in 1874 
by Mr. Frank Stevens, afterwards Mr. 
Thoroughgood purchased an interest in 
the factory, and moving to tbe bui'du g 
now occupied by them and commenced

TUB BKNNBTT LAW. 


ira AUTHOR EXPLAINS THE MANNEH OF ITS 
PASSAGE AND THE NECESSITY. 
Hon. M. J . Bennett, the author of tbe 
“Bennett Law,” writee tbe following to 
the Milwaukee Sentinel, published tbis 
morning: 


C l y d e, iVis., Oct. 26.—Sinoe the op­ 
ponents of oar publio school system bav^ 
seen fit to in d o le in extravagant critic 
oism and misrepreeentatien of the com 
pulsory education law passed by tbe last 
legislature—for which I am la a meas 
nro responsible—I feel called upon to 
explain my position in regard to it. 
Tbe bill received oareful consideration 
by tbe committee on education both in 
the assembly and in the senate and both 
committees unanimously recommendei 
its passage. 
It was neither “rushed through” nor 
“ slyly ergmeered through,” as has been 
charged, but was allowed to take its reg­ 
ular course, and every member of the 
legislature was given ample opportuaity 
to 
ad it and determine its scjpe and 
object for himself. 
While the bill was pending in tbe as 
eetably tbe writer caused 300 extra e.>p 
its of it to be printad, most of which he 
sent to prominent educators throughout 
the state, and requested the opinion 
e&oh in regard to ii, and in every in­ 
stance in whioh a reply was made the 
opinion expressed was favorable to the 
bill. 
Long before a vote was taken upon tbe 
measure the writer called tho attention 
of a considerable number of members or 
bota bouses to it and requested that they 
examine it carefully, whioh they did, 
and without exception they expressed 
themselves as heartily in favor of the bill 
throughout. 
Tbe provisions of the law 
have been sn thoroughly explained by 
the Sentinel and other papers in the state 
that no reference to them seems neces­ 
sary at this time. 
The writer knows of two parochial 
schools iD his own assembly distriot in 
whioh no Eoglish has ever been taught, 
and the patrons of whioh seldom or 
never send their children to any other 
school. 
Toe Bennett law does not require that 
these or any other schools in tbe state 
shall exclude the foreign languages now 
taught in them, but only provides that if 
these schools are to take tbe place of the 
publio sohool a reasonable part of the 
instruction given shall be in tbe lan­ 
guage of our own country. 
This provision seems so just and rea 
a enable that it is strange any one should 
fiat! fault with it, and yet, on account of 
this provision in tbe law, it is denounced 
by certain German churchmen as an af­ 
f r e t to the German tongue and an un­ 
warranted invasion of the rights of the 
ohQroh. 
lo laying the Beam ti bill before tbe 
legislature [and advocating its passage, 
the writer was actuated by; no prejudice 
or ill will to-ward any church or any peo 
pie, but by a sincere desire to promote 
the cause of education. Tbe law is 
good and just one, and the earnest wish 
of the writer is that it may remain upon 
our statute books until the necessities 
which led to it enactment and now de 
man its enforcement shall have ceased to 
exist.
